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FOREWORD 


Each  family  today  has  its  history,  whether  written  or  unwritten,  recognized  or 
unrecognized.  This  history  or  heritage  forms  the  background  of  our  present  family 
and  has  played  a  significant  part  in  what  we  are  today. 

In  1958  Matilda  Duerksen  Thiessen  started  working  on  the  Duerksen  Family 
History.  She  has  made  personal  interviews  and  made  many  correspondences.  For 
various  reasons  we  started  with  Henry  A.  Duerksen  and  proceeded  to  the  present, 
listing  all  the  names  and  a  brief  word  of  information  wherever  possible.  After  much 
research  we  have  sought  to  come  forth  with  a  history  as  comprehensive  as  possible. 
Thus,  this  book  includes  5  generations  of  the  Henry  A.  Duerksen  descendants.  Any 
errors  or  omissions  are  unintentional  and  your  forgiveness  is  requested.  As  we  page 
through  this  book  we  find  many  names  including  our  own  belonging  to  our  family. 
Together  we  compose  the  Duerksen  family.  Should  any  name  be  omitted,  it  would 
leave  a  feeling  of  regret  and  the  record  would  be  incomplete. 

Life  and  Experiences  of 
MR.  6c  MRS.  H.  A.  DUERKSEN 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Duerksen  both  came  from  Russia.  Mr.  Duerksen  came  to  this 
country  with  his  parents  in  August  1874  and  the  family  settled  near  Parker,  South 
Dakota. 

Mrs.  Duerksen  arrived  with  her  parents  in  July  1877  and  the  family  settled 
in  the  vicinity  of  Mountain  Lake,  Minnesota. 

Mr.  Duerksen  was  one  of  a  family  of  ten  children,  three  boys  and  seven  girls. 
At  the  time  of  making  this  book  there  are  two  sisters  living,  Mrs.  Peter  R.  Tieszen 
in  Marion,  South  Dakota,  and  Mrs.  Schmidt  Westerman  in  Mountain  Lake,  Minn. 
The  rest  have  gone  to  their  eternal  reward. 

Mrs.  Duerksen  was  one  of  fourteen  children,  none  of  whom  are  living.  Her 
parents  moved  to  Canada  in  1902  and  lived  there  until  their  death. 

Mr.  Duerksen  met  his  wife  when  he  went  to  Minnesota  to  pick  corn.  In  those 
days  there  were  no  cars  and  he  told  of  walking  15  miles  to  visit  her  before  they  were 
married.  After  their  marriage,  they  moved  to  Parker,  South  Dakota,  where  they 
lived  three  years.  They  retired  in  Delft,  Minnesota,  where  they  lived  until  their 
deaths.  Fourteen  children  were  born  to  them,  6  sons  and  8  daughters.  One  twin 
daughter  died  in  infancy  and  one  daughter,  Mrs.  (Helena)  John  B.  Ratzlaff,  and 
one  son,  Peter,  preceded  them  in  death. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Duerksen  had  a  long  life  and  together  they  had  the  privilege 
of  enjoying  62  years  of  married  life.  Most  of  their  children  live  around  the  vicinities 
of  Butterfield,  Mountain  Lake  and  Delft,  Minnesota  except  one  daughter,  Mrs. 
David  Peters  (Sarah)  who  lives  in  Delavan,  Wisconsin.

He  worked  on 
farms.  After  his  marriage  they  lived  in  South 
Dakota  for  three  years,  then  came  to  Butter¬ 
field,  Minnesota,  where  they  did  farming.  Also 
lived  in  Jackson  county  and  near  Delft.  Then 
in  1928  moved  to  Delft,  Minnesota  and  did 
trucking  for  about  eight  years,  then  retired. 
He  enjoyed  going  fishing  and  taking  his 
grandchildren  along.  He  also  enjoyed  garden¬ 
ing — raising  watermelons  and  muskmelons  was 
his  specialty.  He  did  a  lot  of  clock  repair 
work.
